week, Alonzo A. Stag*, University 
of Chicago athletic directer, In an 
address today blamed betting, for 
the inroads of professionalism in 
college athletics and declared that 
these inroads were the most de­ 
moralizing thing in the world to 
clean athletics. 
’’Nothing is more demoralizing 
titan the feeling how much is in for 
me,” Stagg said, in addressing a 
City Club luncheon. ’’There • is a 
fundamental difference between the 
professional and the amateur and 
that difference starts at an early 
age. The athletic impulse starts in 
childhood and thq stimulus changes* 
as the boy grows older to that of 
emulation, of being a real part in 
a social group. Then, as he grows 
still older, he becomes a part of 
more organized groups and college 
athletics is one of these develop­ 
ments. 
At that time competition becomes 
keener and the group impulse be­ 
comes stronger. Then, as his sikll 
develops, there is a possibility that 
_ 
r n become capitalized. It is in 
that ease, where competition be­ 
comes keen, that betting begins. 
This betting is his first step to­ 
ward professionalism. He finally is 
induced to becbme a professional 
and generally the inducement is the 
result of some -betting plan.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla., Feb. 
ll.—A brilliant picture of Ameri­ 
ca ds the leader of the world in 
government, business and literature 
was drawn here last night by Dr. 
Charles H. Brough, former gover-i 
nor of Arkansas in an address be-, 
fore the sixteenth-' annual conven­ 
tion of the Oklahoma Education as­ 
sociation. His subject was “Ameri­ 
ca’s Leadership of the World.” 
Quoting Lord Bryce, author of 
“Modern Democracies’’ 
and 
“The 
American 
Commonwealth,” 
the j 
former governor declared that the 
United States has the most excel­ 
lent form of government in the 
world, with its rejjresentative^ de- j 
mocracy, its division of powers be­ 
tween the executive, legislative and 
judicial departments.' Emphasizing 
the responsiveness of the 
govern­ 
ment to the will of the people, Dr. 
Brough declared that “the agricul­ 
tural bloc in congress bas demon­ 
strated on more than one occasion 
recently how amendable even the 
conservative senate is to the desire 
of the people.” 
Taking up the position held by 
the United States in the world of 
commerce, the speaftp* pointed out 
that this nation and the Argentine 
republic are thfeonly exporting coun­ 
tries in the world; that the annual 
income-producing 
power 
of-our 
country was approximately fifty-four 
billion dollars; that our property 
was estim ate at $300,000,000,000 
value as compared with $85,000,- 
000,000 for Great Britain and her 
colonies, our nearest competitor; 
that our 280,000 miles of main line 
track and 50,000 miles of switch 
track re p rin te d two-fifths of the 
railway mileage of the world; that 
our merchant marine now ranked a 
close second to that of Great Bri­ 
tain, and that our federal reserve 
banking system had given to this 
nation the financial supremacy of 
the nations of the earth. 
Depression Not Strange. 
Dr. Brough said that it was not 
strange that we should ^pperience 
an industrial depression after a 
world holocaust involving' the ex­ 
penditure of $200,000,000,000 by 
the belligerent nations and the stag­ 
gering loss of millions of human 
lives. He said that the world was 
in an industrial cataclysm and that 
normalcy could not be Attained un­ 
til 
Europe 
is 
rehabilitated. He 
praised Secretary of State Hughes 
for his achievements at the .arms 
conference and predicted the prompt 
ratification by the 
United 
States 
senate of thq treaties representing 
tho work of the conference. 
The speaker referred to the arms 
conference as “but a segment of 
the League of Nations” which he 
declared should have been adopted 
by the United States. 
“The League needs only the ma­ 


jestic force of America to make it 
an absolute insurance policy against 
wars and rumors of wars,” the 
former Arkansas executive said. T 
predict that Woad row Wilson, its 
author, will go down in history as 
immortal, combining as be does the 
patriotism of a Washington, the 
philosophy of a Jefferson, the con­ 
structive genius* of a Hamilton, the 
courage of a Jackson, a Cleveland 
and a Roosevelt, the sweet charity 
of a McKinley or a Lincoln, the 
judicial temperment of a Taft and 
the broad-visioned philanthropy of 
a Hughes.” 
U. S. Educational Leader. 
Dr. Brough cited statistics tend-' 
ing to prove that the United States 
was now the educational and liter­ 
ary leader of the world. 
“In the realm of floe arts, while 
Europe, with its great masters, is 
in 
the 
ascendancy, 
tremendous 
strides are being made by American 
musicians, sculptors 
and 
artists,” 
the speaker said and predicted that, 
with the acquirement of our great 
wealth, the next decade would wit­ 
ness a distinct American contribu­ 
tion to the Held of the fine, arts. 
• The formqjf Arkansas governor 
said that American statesmen in 
their grasp of public affairs, in the 
usefulness of their service and in 
their convincing presentation of any 
subject with Which they dealt com­ 
pared very favorably with European 
St&tqpmen, and were infinitely su­ 
perior as orators and effective de­ 
baters, having the ability to em-
